The GOP Needs Youth 


Many people have noted how many 


prominent Democrats today are relatively 
young men. Here in Wisconsin Sen. Prox- 
mire and Gov.-elect Nelson are prime ex- 
amples: others that come quickly to mind 
are Muskie of Maine, Kennedy of Massa-^ 
chusetts, Meyner of New Jersey, Loader of 
Pennsylvania, Williams of Michigan, Mc- 
Carthy of Minnesota, Neuberger of Oregon. 
This list contains only some of those who 
have become governors or United States 
senators but there are many more; the 
Democratic ranks seemed filled with eager 
young men ready to run for office on the 
slightest provocation. 


This is not so of the Republicans. The 


only Republican we can think of who has 
risen to prominence at a relatively early 
age in recent years is Vice President Nixon. 
By straining we can come up with a 
few others — Henry Cabot Lodge and his 
brother, John, for instance — but a youth- 
ful face is pretty rare among GOP office- 
holders and office-seekers. Gov.-elcct Rock- 
efeller of New York is a welcome addition 
to this small group, although he did not 
come up through the ranks. 


Why is this so? There are probably a 


number of reasons, including local and re- 
gional party characteristics such as those 
in Wisconsin where the almost defunct 
Democratic parly of a decade ago could 
offer plenty of places on the ballot to 
young men who wanted to rise quickly in 
politics, while the Republicans had been in 
power so long that competition had de- 
veloped among older men for recognition 
and the younger fellows just had to wail 
their turn. Hut this was not the case in 
many olher places; the infusion of youth- 
ful blood into the Democratic party has 


taken place just as rapidly in a number of 
states where the Democrats have hild 
power for years as the Republicans did in 
Wisconsin. (The exception is the South, 
where the Democrats are so entrenched 
that one practically has to be drawing so- 
cial security before getting a place on the 
ballot. > 


We think there is a more general ex- 


planation, however. On college campuses 
just before and after World War II there 
were — then as now — young men who 
obviously were going to "go somewhere." 
They had the qualities of character, intelli- 
gence and ambition that makes successful 
men. Of those in this group who tended to 
have conservative political views and there- 
fore would probably become Republican 
voters, we suspect the vast majority of 
them went into business or the professions; 
they are the successful young executives, 
salesmen, advertising men, doctors and 
lawyers of today. But of tnose whose po- 
litical views were oVicnted more toward lib- 
eralism apparently a fairly large percent- 
age decided on political careers. Pcrliap.-. 
this was because of the idealism and the 
fervor that surrounded liberalism in those 
times; perhaps the fact thai college facul- 
ties tend to be heavily sprinkled with nhcr- 
als contributed something in the way of 
counseling 
and encouragement to these 


young men. Or perhaps the lure was of a 
more prosaic nature — the coliegc-age peo- 
ple of that era had knov/n little but Demo- 
cratic successes during their lifetimes, and 
thus tended to equate success in politics 
vith a career in the Democratic party. 


But whatever the reason, the fact re- 


mains that the GOP needs youth, and needs 
it badlv.

8/g Companies Have Their Uses 


The continuing effort of the federal 


government to enforce the anti-trust laws 
keeps people pretty well alerted to the 
dangers of bigness in corporations. How- 
ever, it is well to note occasionally that big 
corporations have some values for the gen- 
eral public that the smaller ones do not 
have. 


The Shell Oil company has gone to the 


trouble of informing its employes of some 
of the values the big corporation provides. 
Jn a recent, issue of the company's magazine 
(he statement is made that the gains in the 
American standard of living during the 
past quarter century must largely be 
credited to the work of the large corpora- 
lions. The reason js that an expanding 
economy has needs that only laige indus- 
trial units can meet. 


Four areas of unnvlli are mentioned 


where large corporations have been essen- 
tial to success: research, technology, distri- 
bution and investment. It is pointed out 
that only the largest corporations arc capa- 
ble of spending the $130 millions which the 
large integrated oil companies provided 
for research in I9f>5. The rest of the com- 
panies, which numbered -12,000 in all, spent 
only $15 millions. 


It. is not, necessary to review the im- 


portance of research in the oil industry. It 
is well known to everyone and obviously 
many of I lie gains made through research 
in recent years would not be possible if it 
were not for the larger, better financed 
corporations. Likewise it is impossible lo 
dispute their statement that huge plants 
"using complex processes in making large 
volumes of high quality low cost products 


can be developed and operated only by the 
larger corporations." 


Again in distribution the widespread — 


in fact the universal — distribution of out- 
lets for petroleum products is in a large 
measure due to the pioneer work of the 
larger corporations. And again, huge cor- 
porations well financed arc necessary to 
provide the money needed lo support this 
research, technology and distribution on 
the huge scale necessary lo serve the 
United Slates. 


Few people have contended that. cotv 


porations arc bad merely because they are 
big. The oil industry has been known for 
large corporations and it has often been ac- 
cused of monopoly, but the Shell magazine 
points out now that there arc in fact 33 
large integrated oil companies in the 
United Stales and instead of being the 
prime example of monopoly the oil industry 
actually has more large companies than 
any of the other principal industries such 
as steel, automobiles, electrical appliances 
meal packing, tobacco and synthetic fibers. 
Again it. says that the percentage of total 
business done by the four largest oil com- 
panies is lower than that done by the four 
large companies in meal packing, aircraft, 
copper, steel, motor vehicles and cigareis. 


We do nol know to what extent the 


larger corporations have been prevented 
from developing monopolies by the work of 
the federal department of justice, but no 
doubt some credit must go there. Neverthe- 
less it is well for Americans to remember 
that large corporations as well as small 
and medium corporations have Ihcir place 
in our economy.
